ALGIERS, Aug. 1 (AP).—The 
French underground has reported 
that Marshal Erwin Rommel died 
in France, the Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation said today. Rom- 
mel, German ground commander 
in Normandy, was said to have 
been fatally wounded in the head 
in an air attack on the Normandy 
front.

Harbors Congress correctly when it de- 
scribed the congress as a group of Old 
Guard navigation-flood control interests 
who would naturally be against a large 
unified plan for valley development, 

‘The needs of the nation and of the 
majority of valley citizens were over- 
looked because the congress lacked suf- 
ficient foresight to link the needs for 
navigation and flood control with an 
over-all plan fully to develop all the re- 
sources of the Missouri River and Val- 
ley, The people’s needs were ignored 
when Congressman Whittington tossed 
away the TVA idea for our valley on the 
incorrect theory that basin conditions 
and needs here are different from those 
in Tennessee, 

Mr. Whittington can’t really believe 
that this argument is anything but shal- 
low and a misrepresentation of facts, to 
which no engineer could agree. Those in 
favor of an MVA have*‘mever said that 
exact application of the very dams, sites 
and procedure of the TVA should be 
applied to the Missouri. Valley. The 
TVA idea has served as an example 
that the development of resources must 
be governed by the unity of nature. 


David Lilienthal, in his new book, “TVA 
—Democracy on the March,” says that 
the TVA idea can be applied to all the 
valleys of the earth that have these 
things in common: the waters, the air, 
the land, the minerals and the rivers 
which flow from the hills to the sea. 
Mr. Lilienthal suggests that TVA is as 
good in Missouri and Arkansas as in 
Brazil, in Argentina, in China or in 
India. 

Does Congressman Whittington think 
Mr. Lilienthal means an exact applica- 
tion of TVA projects, or simply that 
over-all planning by one unified agency 
for the people can do the job? 

The Rivers and Harbors Congress 
overlooked. the needs of the people by 
its narrow thinking that the Pick plan 
and the Bureau of Reclamation plan 
can be reconciled. Those men are séea- 
soned politicians and administrators and 
they know, as well as you and I know, 
that Government agency rivalries and 
disputes have hampered proper flood 
control development of the Missouri 
River.

Today, when the truly big men of our 
nation.are fighting a heroic war against 
tyranny and Fascism, and when other 
truly big men are thinking of gigantic 
plans for postwar employment and pros- 
perity, the Rivers and Harbors Congress 
continues to think and act in small and 
marrow channels.

Mr. Dewey’s Pow-Wow 


The conference between Gov. Thomas E, Dewey 
and the 25 other Republican Governors, which 
opens in St. Louis tomorrow, is primarily, of 
course, a move to strengthen the organization of 
the party’s 1944 presidential campaign. | 

The meeting will dramatize the fact that Re- 
publican Governors now hold office in 26 of the 
48 states. It will give the G. O. P. candidate an 
opportunity to meet his fellow-executives, to map 
a campaign with their aid and to inspire them 
to active support of his cause. 

The 15-point program outlined for the confer- 
ence boils down to the question of the relations 
between the states and the Federal Government, 
Even though the conference approaches the prob- 
lem from a purely political point of view, there 
are possibilities for general enlightenment from 
its discussions and its decisions. 

There will be glifficulties, however, in reaching 
a decision on how to present the states’ rights 
issue in the campaign, for this question has baf- 
fled Americans for generations back. The problem 
has become particularly acute in the last few 
decades, when the increasing centralization of 
government and the increase in Federal spending 
among the other units of government have given 
a new aspect to the issue. 

Sincere opponents of Federal interference in 
state affairs have found themselves* facing a 
dilemma. The growing complexity of government 
has compelled Washington to take a greater hand 
than ever before in matters which were formerly 
the exclusive province of the states. The needs 
of the depression era placed a greater relief bur- 
den upon the states than they could bear with- 
out assistance, and the Government was obliged 
to help with the job, for the sake of rescuing 
human beings from hunger and distress. 

Federal funds have been sent into the states, 
often on a share-and-share basis, for many other 
purposes: to build highways, to control floods, to 
save farms from foreclosure, to aid in education, 
to teach farming methods, to assist with old-age 
pensions, to provide school lunches for needy 
children. 

This spending of millions in the states has 
necessarily exercised a control over their policies 
and laws. As is often said, he who pays the fid- 
dler calls the tune. Yet it has in many cases 
provided benefits, in addition to the cash, by 
causing the states to install merit systems in or- 
der to meet Federal requirements. 

William Allen White, one of the keenest of 
the Republican party’s advisers for many years, 
sailed into this problem with his characteristic 
bluntness in an Emporia Gazette editorial only a 
few months before his death. Mr. White wrote of 
a Governors’ conference at Columbus, O., which 
had taken a stand against Federal interference: 


Of course Federal interference in state af- 
fairs is bad, and of course it is one of the 
vitiating things of the American politics of, 
this fourth decade of the twentieth century, 

and of course sooner or later.it will and must 
Se checked. 

But it will not be stopped by a bunch of 
Governors who, when they are at home, keep 
their milk pangs out day and night to catch 
whatever benevolent dew falls from the 
heaven of the New Deal in the way of state 
subsidies. ... 

For six long years, the Gazette has preached 
against letting the Federal Government write 
the laws for Kansas. And so long as the 
Federal Government hands out the Federal 
aid, it will be fashionable to demounce the 
New Deal and take all that ie coming from it. 


The Republican platform and Mr. Dewey’s 


‘ statements recognize this inescapable dilemma. 


The platform acknowledges the need for Federal 
public works, and the candidate’s call for the 
conference put the subject on the agenda, The 
platform calls for “intelligent co-operation” be- 


tween the Government and the states and local 


groups—a plank that does give the Governors a 
chance to take a stand on the Federal spending 
issue without going so far as to repudiate Gov- 
ernment funds, for certainly the process of co- 
operation could be improved. 

Mr. Dewey’s conference in St. Louis isn’t going 
to affect the fundamentals of the states’ right 
issue. Republican, as well as Democratic, Gov- 
ernors will continue to catch the dew with their 
milk pams.

A Job of f Teaching 


To a 19-year-old Nazi captured the other day, 
American bombing is “criminal, inhumane.” In 
contrast, the Germans at Warsaw “were defend- 
ing ourselves,” devastated Rotterdam was a 
“fortress” and London deserved what it got 
because “they started it.” 

A few millions of this same nasty little 
stereotype constitute one of the big problems 
in Germany defeated. It is not necessary to 
subscribe to the fairly common view that the 
whole race is tainted with such blind self- 
justification. It is, however, obvious that a 
whole generation of Germans has been denied 
a normal diet of truth and good will. 

When Hitler’s crimson star of hatred rose, this 
Nazi was 8 years old. Hitler’g star will soon 
set. But this boy—a legion of him, and of his 
sisters, too—will in that interval have gone 
through a malformation that will not spring 
back into human shape by the mere elimination 
of the Nazi Government. 

A whole generation of Germans must be cured 
Or, rather, as many 
must be cured as can be cured; the remainder 
isolated where they cannot re-infect the sound 
ones, so the next generation can be born clean. 
The biggest educational task in all history lies 
ahead. 

In keeping with the humane traditions that no 
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Hitler has purged from us, the means will. not 
be gratuitously harsh. But let those means not 
fall, either, into the sinning counterpart of our 
good will. Let them be thorough, sustained and 
free of false sentimentality. 
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We’re Unprepared for Peace 


The defeat of Germany in the next few weeks 
or months is being predicted from all sides. 
Suppose this piece of good news does come 
earlier than had been expected; just how well 
is the country prepared to adjust its economy 
to the fact of peace in the European theater? 

The depressing fact is that America is pre- 
pared scarcely at all to make this transition. 
Congress, apparently under the impression that 
there was unlimited time, has barely touched the 
matter of postwar employment for service men 
and war-plant workers. 

Before Congress adjourned in June for the 
party conventions and the primary campaigns, 
it planned to re-convene in August, but only 
formally. It did not intend actually getting down 
to business until around Sept. 1. | 

Now, of course, such a dilatory program cannot 
be tolerated. It is fortunate that various influ- 
ential members now see the necessity for speedy 
action, and will insist that the session opening 
today take up the postwar employment problem 
as speedily as possible. 

Consider the magnitude of this problem: From 
17 to 18 million workers are now employed in 
war industries. The armed forces total about 13 
million. Since we will still have a first-class 
war with Japan on our hands, there will be no 
total demobilization after Germany surrenders, 
but a good many million persons are sure to be 
released from the factories and the armed 
forces when peace comes in Europe. 

How can they find employment? Or will they 
find employment? Without advance planning, 
the only prospect is a return of the mass unem- 
ployment, the breadlines and apple-sellers of the 
early ’30s. One estimate is that if production 
remaing at the 1940 level, and nothing is done to 
absorb the surplus workers, the country will face 
an unemployment total of 19,000,000 after the war 
on both fronts is over. 

Before Congress recessed, it passed a contract- 
termination bill, with fair provisions for pro- 
tecting the interests of industry in the transition 
period. However, it postponed action on the 
Kilgore bill, designed to ease the shock for work- 
ers by controlling cutbacks, co-ordinating public 
works and providing benefits for persons who 
lose their jobs. 

There is no longer any excuse for delaying 
action on this bill. Being prepared for peace 
is just as important as being prepared for’ war. 
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Etymological Note 

As officially stated, the purpose of the new 
arrangement is “to promote fighting potentials” 
and “drastic simplification of administration with 
an afm Of bringing to bear the Government’s po- 
litical will on all spheres of population.” In Wash- 
ington, Maury Maverick calls such language 
“Gobbledegook.” As it now becomes clear, he 
would have done equally well to call it Japanese. 
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No Forestry Division Needed 

The Constitutional Convention last week turned 
back an attack on the Conservation Commission, 
designed to strip -it of power by setting up a 
separation division for forestry, but the issue 
is not yet fully settled. The section is scheduled 
to come up for reconsideration this week, so there 
is need for continued alertness by the supporters 
of this highly effective agency. 

To let the Legislature set up a forestry division 
would be to open the door for the politicians and 
spoilsmen, whose hands are now kept off con- 
servation by a constitutional amendment twice 
approved by the people. There are other dangers, 
too. Separate agencies for wildlife and forestry 
would mean duplication of effort, waste of funds, 
loss of efficiency. 

“The voters gave the commission full authority 
over both fields, and it has been functioning suc- 
cessfully in each. There is no occasion for a 
change, and the convention can keep faith with 
the public by again repelling this attack upon 
the commission. 
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Leisurely Experiment 

It is well that an Army spokesman used the 
term “experimental basis” in describing the set- 
tlement of a canceled tank contract with Inter- 
national Harvester Co. The negotiations in this 
comparatively small affair (final amount, $25,- 
300,000) took 16 months. That period must be 
whittled far down before this product goes into 
mass production. 
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A Refreshing Discussion 

It is an encouraging thing to see represent- 
atives of management, labor and municipal gov- 
ernment sitting down together and planning 
means to obtain continued employment after the 
war. St. Louis witnessed this re&ssuring de- 
velopment Sunday, when community leaders of 
all three groups, meeting on invitation of the 
CIO United Electrical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers, discussed the problem before an audience 
of 500 persons. 

The most promising sign at the conference was 
the agreement of all round-table participants on 
the need for continuing the labor-management 
co-operation which has played such an important 
role in war production. These committees at 
first were viewed with suspicion aby some em- 
ployers. But after experience showed that work- 
ers did not intend to “take over” business by 
this means, the plan was fully accepted. 

It was perhaps indicative of a new and welcome 
spirit in industrial relations that a spokesman of 
management urged that @abor leaders assume 
greater responsibility for determining the direc- 
tion in which business moves, while a labor 
spokesman warned that workers and employers 
must not become divided if chaos is to be averted. 
This exchange of the usual roles offers hope that 
labor and management will indeed remain united 
in the difficult days that will follow the coming 
of peace. 
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Gov. Bricker says he will go through the coun- 
try with “the same message” he used last year.

“Germany is finished. The war will be 
over in the autumn.” That, according to 
report, is what German prisoners are say- 
ing in France. 


We are sure they are saying it, with 
even more certainty, in vast cages of pris- 
oners on the Russian front. And all of 
us in England, on all fronts and through- 
out Europe, are asking whether we dare 
to hope for the end of war in Europe be- 
fore next winter. 


Among people who have experienced the ° 


strains and disappointments of nearly five 
years of war, optimism is apt to be dis- 
missed as wishful thinking. But wars are 
normally decided long before the approach 
of the end becomes visible; it was only 
after the publication of German war his- 
tories that it became known how clearly 
the leaders of Germany realized in August, 
1918, that the war could not be carried on 
longer than a few months, 


Losses on Eastern Front 


Today we cannot be sure whether the 
Same conviction has penetrated the minds 
of Hitler and his associates: the Fuehrer 
has declared that he will fight on till five 
minutes past 12, and the leaders of the 
Nazi regime have little personally to hope 
for from capitulation. Yet assuming, as we 
may do, that the Allies continue this sum- 
mer in unison to use all their resources, 
moral and material, there seems a real pos- 
sibility of the end of hostilities in Europe 
before the leaves are off the trees. 


Two factors support this conclusion. 
First, there is the degree of material dis- 
integration in the enemy's ranks which 
the first phase of the Red Army’s sum- 
mer offensive has brought about with sen- 
sational speed. In a single fortnight the 
Central Group of German Armies, com- 
prising (it has been reported) no fewer 
than 50 divisions, has been decisively rout- 
ed and swept out of White Russia with the 
loss of half its effectives, 


Allow for all doubtful factors, and it re- 
mains true that the Red Army’s victory in 
White Russia is a terrific portent. What 
can be done once can be done again. It is 
clear that the Wehrmacht is no longer a 
match for the Russian forces on the East- 
ern front, just as it is clear that ‘Field 
Marshal Kesselring is no longer in a posi- 
tion to hold up the Allied advance in Italy, 
and that once the Allies in the West have 
mastered the armored divisions, the Ger- 
man garrison in France (comprising, as it 
does, many semi-static divisions of indif- 
ferent quality) may crumble quickly. 


An Episode at Cherbourg 


The second fact which appears to war- 
rant optimism is the marked increase in 
the proportion of German commanders and 
soldiers who have been laying down their 
arms on both Eastern and Western fronts 
when they considered that honor had been 
satisfied. An instructive incident was the 
surrender of a German garrison in Cher- 
bourg while it still had a full stock of 
arms and equipment and the possibility of 
long and bloody resistance. It yielded to 
the persuasion of a loud-speaker van, after 
well-timed leaflets had done their work. 

It would be unwise to infer from such 
surrenders that morale in the German 
armies is finally degenerating, or that de- 
featism has reached such a point that stern 
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resistance is no longer likely. The capitu- 
lation of numerous Generals certainly 
seems significant, and—from another point 
of view-——the lack of ruthlessness displayed 
by the Germans in face of the very remark- 
able Danish strike would appear to betoken 
loss of grip in face of an increasingly men- 
acing movement of resistance carougnout 
the occupied countries. 


Majority Will Fight On 


We have seen, however, {n Italy how 
Kesselring’s army managed to pull itself 
together after its apparent disintegration 
following the battle for Rome, and there 
is little doubt that, so long as they see no 
logical alternative, the majority of German 
soldiers will go on fighting with endur- 
ance from one defeat to another. 


Indeed, if no authority emerges on their 
side which can conclude an armistice, it is 
conceivable that they may go on fighting 
back to the Germf&n frontier, and even 
within the Reich itself, so long as any 
organized resistance can be sustained. 


In these circumstances, if Europe is to 
be spared the horrors of another winter of 
war, the task before the leaders of the 
United Nations is to bring to bear againat 
the German army, not merely the whole 
weight of their armed forces, but the max- 
imum pressure of politicai warfare. 


There are bitter hatreds within the ranks 
of Germany’s leaders; upstart Nazis and 
old-fashioned Junker Generals do not love 
one another, and there is beneath the sur- 
face, ready to break out when the Wehr- 
macht is defeated, the pent-up resentment 
of millions of German and foreign work- 
ers, now said to be making common cause. 


Importance of Political Warfare 


Political warfare must be based on a 
realistic analysis. Immediately, we are con- 
cerned with rulers with whom there can 
be no question of bargaining. 


German spokesmen have declared that 
Germany is willing to abandon the attack 
on England by robot planes if we give up 
the strategic bombing of targets in Ger- 
many. Obviously, we shall enter into no 
bargain not to bomb with all our might 
the oil plants and other military targets of 
Germany, but our reply, which should be 
dinned into German ears, is that, if the 
German armies lay down their arms, the 
bombing of Germany will cease forthwith. 


One way or another, we must convince 
the German people, as we have not yet con- 
vinced them, that there is a thinkable al- 
ternative to going on fighting. Even today 
we might succeed in doing this if we as- 
sured them that by surrendering they could 
save their lives and preserve their cities 
from further destruction; that the victo- 
rious Allies do not propose to put Germany 
to fire and sword; and that, in due course 
—we cannot say when—a revolutionized 
Germany will have a chance again to take 
its place in the comity of nations.

Shift in State-Federal Setup 
On Finances Proposed in Book 


‘State and Local Finance tn the National Economy.” 
by Alvin H. Hansen and Harvey 8. Pertoff. (W. W. 
Norton & Co., New York.) 

From . whatever angle you approach 
American state and local finance, it is hard 
to findsanything good about it. As a result, 
soy for a logical and just system is 
likel O suggest so many changes as to 
appear revolutionary. 

That fact, added to Dr. Hansen's theories 
of big spending, makes this book seem to 
glow red through its black cover. Never- 
theless, it merits careful study even by con- 
servatives, for many of the suggestions are 
appropriate even to old-style capitalism. 

One of our underlying difficulties is that 
the governmental unit that can best per- 
form a service is not always the one best 
suited to raise the revenues to support it. 
Americans prefer that state and local units 
administer such matters as relief, educa- 
tion and parts of our social insurance sys- 
tems. But the taxing bases of those units 
are in many instances insufficient to pay 
the bills.

The obvious solution, excellently detailed 
by the authors, is taxation by the larger 
units and spending by the smaller. This 
necessitates large grants-in-aid by the Fed- 
eral Government to the states and by the 
latter to counties, cities and other districts. 

Under such grants at present, effective 
aid is given to wealthy states to the neglect 
of poor ones. It is now cdntended that the 
size of grants should be determined by 
need, the greater amounts going to the 
poorer gtates, 

Hansen and Perloff advocate greatly ex- 
panded Government social welfare services 
and expenditures. An over-all Federal- 
state-local postwar budget of 36 billion dol- 
lars is recommended, as compared with 
23.5 billions in 1941. Such expenses can 
hardly fail to have a repressive effect on 
business. Consideration of that situation 
starts Dr. Hansen's favorite bee buzzing. 

Dr. Hansen, an economics professor at 
Harvard, had an important hand in the 
National Resources Planning Board re 
port of 1943 that so scared Congress it abol- 
ished the board. He is one of the origina- 
tors of and a prime propagandist for a 
“compensatory economy,” currently No. 1 
on Stuart Chase's hit parade of economic 
heresies.

The idea is that when depression comes, 
the Government should take up the slack 
by spending much more money than it 
takes in. Instead of being inflation, this 
is called “compensation,” but the difference 
seems purely mental. Then, when full em- 
ployment is reached, tax receipts should 
exceed spending, so that inflation doesn't 
get out of hand, * 

Here is a wonderfully pat solution for 
depressions, but, as H. G. Moulton has 
pointed out, it fails to allow for the politi- 
cal and economic difficulties of holding 
back the tide of inflation once it is started. 
Presumably Dr. Hansen and his cohorts 
will dam the flow with more books. One 
only hopes they can write fast enough.

SOME OF THEM had arms and legs missing, 
some were only a hopeless jumble of blown-to- 
bits humanity. I saw sights that I shall remem- 
ber when younger generations are reading of 
this bloody war in books of history. From clear- 
ing stations at the front, the wounded are 
brought to this evacuation hospital where emer- 
gency operations are performed and casualties 
evacuated by air or hospital ship just as soon 
as they are in condition to be moved, As an 
almost continucus stream of ambulances, with 
their great red crosses painted on sides and 
top, unload litters of wounded at the receiving 
tent, another almost continuous stream of ambu- 
lances leaves with litter loads of wounded who 
have received: emergency treatment and are be- 
ing evacuated by air or water back to England, 
"The turnover is terrific,” the Colonel explained, 
“Some of these men will have received emer- 
gency surgery and be back in England in a 
hospital within 12 hours of being wounded at the 
front. But not stomach and chest wounds. 
Stomach wounds we keep seven days, chest 
wounds five days.”

are full of tree-ripened fruit of 
superior flavor.

Quick Peach Dumplings. 


One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine, one-half cup sugar, four 
large freestone peaches, one and 
one-fourth cups all-purpose flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, two tea- 
spoons sugar, one-fourth cup 
shortening, two thirds cup milk. 
Melt butter in a 10-inch skillet. 
Sprinkle half the sugar over but- 
ter. Peel peaches, cut in half, re- 
move pit and lay in skillet cut side 
down. Sprinkle with remaining 
sugar. Sift flour, resift twice with 
baking powder, salt and sugar. 
Blend in shortening, with pastry 
blender. Add milk all at once, 
stir until flour is taken up, then 
beat hard for a second. Drop 
from tablespoon on top of peaches; 
spread slightly to cover peaches. 
Bake at 450 degrees for 15 to 20 
minutes.

Education 


On Cancer 


Important hat, Byrn, ine Star of Opera, Trene, Started Career as

HE education of the public 
T about cancer is proceeding 
apace if one can judge by the 
literature that comes to my desk. 
The American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer publishes an article 
in a weekly magazine, and it is- 
sues a bulletin of its own for gen- 
eral public distribution, it appoints 
a month to be designated cancer 
control month, many state health 
departments start campaigns of ex- 
planation among their citizens. 
How much should the public be 
educated about cancer? I confess 
I don’t know. Enough so they use 
common sense, and not enough to 
get frightened, or go off half 
cocked at anything that happens 
to their family or relatives or 
neighbors and insist on unneces- 
sary operations or some fool quack 
treatment. But they should know 
enough to realize when there is a 
real indication for it, and to get 
early and proper treatment. And 
that is a tall order. A little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing, and 
when they get a little learning 
about cancer common sense often 
flies out of the window.

I THINK TI KNOW something 
about the different cancers, I 
have had a skin cancer and I 
don’t think I displayed any morbid 
fear about it. I had it right in 
my old vaccination scar and I 
didn’t recognize what it was for 
several weeks, and then when it 
began to bleed (it never hurt) I 
went to a dermatologist and he 
said—‘Why that is an _ epithe- 
lioma,” and I went right out of his 
office to a surgeon's office who 
cut it out, and it was sent to a 
pathologist who sectioned it and 
said, “Yes, it is an epithelioma,” 
and that’s the last I have wor- 
ried about it since. 

How do I advise or control my 
household? Well, I do not deliber- 
ately avoid it, but it never occurs 
to me to talk about cancer to 
them. They come to me pretty 
soon after any symptom pops up 
in them (that is’ perhaps the ad- 
vantage of a doctor’s household) 
and if there is, followmg the out- 
line of the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer: 

1. Any abnormal or irregular 
discharge from any of the body 
openings. 

2. Any sere, no matter how 
small, on the skin, lips, tongue, 
mouth, thatgdoes not heal within 
10 days. 

3. Any mole, wen or wart that 
changes its texture or begins to 
grow. 

4. Any persistent hoarseness or 
loss of voice not due to a cold. 

5. Any lump—no matter if en- 
tirely painless—especially in the 
female breast.

IF ANY OF THOSE things were 
reported to me I would start an in- 
vestigation immediately. That in- 
vestigation should include removal 
of a piece of the tissue (biopsy) 
and examination of a section of it 
under the microscope by a trained 
pathologist. That is the final test 
for diagnosis. There is no blood 
test or electric test. Even here 
some common sense can’ be used. 
If the spot is on the skin and is 
fairly small, have it all removed, 
not just a small piece for micro- 
scopic examination, and when the 
whole growth is removed have 
part of it examined microscopical- 
ly and then decide whether to 
have follow-up X-ray or radium 
treatments. 

But I also know anent the above 
list of indications for examination, 
that there are a great many kinds 
and cases of discharge from one 
of the cavities of the body that 
are not due to cancer at all. In 
fact most of them, so I would ac- 
cept a negative verdict with a 
placid mind. 

Surgery, X-ray and radium are 
the only methods of treatment of 
cancer that have ever been found 
successful. Sometimes one is bet- 
ter, sometimes the other, some- 
times a combination. But they are 
the only ways of treatment to 
trust. There is no serum or chem- 
ical in the blood that at the pres- 
ent time has any scientific ground 
for recognition. 

The best hope for prevention of 
cancer is in the forms on the skin 
and in the poreast. You can see 
or feel them. There is not much 
excuse for anybody who neglects 
those two varieties until it is too 
late.

West led a diamond 
put up the ace and thinking 
the lead might well have 
been a singleton, returned a dia- 
mond. Declarer’s king held, how- 
ever, and two top trumps were 
quickly cashed, leaving West with 
the high trump. Declarer then 
cashed the ace and king of hearts, 
ruffed dummy’s last heart, and 
threw West in with the high 
trump. 

West, fuming over his partner's

failure to return a club at the sec-_. 


ond trick, now desparingly laid 
down the club ace and followed up 
with the club four, feeling that the 
only hope was to find with 
the king. He had no such luck, 
however, and the contract was 
now “on ice.” 

West's choice of “escapes” from 
the trap he thought he was in 
was not shrewd. East had shown 
nothing in spades or hearts, and 
his diamond suit had lacked the 
high cards from the king down to 
the nine. Thus, it was almost a 
cinch that he had seven diamonds 
for his bid at the three level, and 
this became even more certain in 
the light of his diamond return. 
(With fewer than seven diamonds 
East could not have been so hope- 
ful that West would ruff the sec- 
ond round.) Well, if declarer had 
held his six spades, two hearts, 
and two diamonds, he also must 
have held three clubs, so there was 
no need for West to lay down the 
ace of that suit. The obyiously
